He confided to 
Adolphe Brisson, of Le Temps, some of his 
earliest recollections. Mr. Hart has gathered 
in this study apparently all of the available 
data relative to the great dramatist. It con- 
tains many anecdotes, and tells of Sardou’s 
youth and early struggles, his failures and 
eventually his great successes. The book is 
in three parts. The first is a biographical 
sketch; the second is made up of analyses of 
some two score of the Sardou plays—not crit- 
ical but narrative analyses; and the third is 
devoted to the Sardou plays in the United 
States.
